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Reasons for Allowance 

Terminal Disclaimers on 12/28/04 have been entered and approved, 
accordingly, overcame the obviousness-type double patenting rejections. 

None of the prior art of record teaches the combined detailed features of the 
fetch circuit configured to cancel instructions from the first stream based on the stream 
identifier in the event that the branch bias signal incorrectly predict s whether the 
conditional branch is taken, branch detection circuit, the branch bias s circuit , the 
stream identifier circuit, the decode circuit coupled to the buffer circ it configured to 
make the group of buffered instructions concurrently available for execution as 
decoded instructions corresponding the conditional branch instructions and the decode 
instruction from the first stream, and execution circuit configured to execute the 
available decoded instructions out of the "program order, and the determination of the 
branch taken by the execution of the conditional branch instruction (see clams 1 ,20,28).
